One certain way of confusing all issues in the greatest ques- 


tion before the public today is to give exaggerated importance 
to a single factor in the high co&t of living. Marhall Olds, writ- 
ing iu the Newf York Tribune says: 


"Strikes have been one of the biggest factors in 


the high cost of sugar. In one instance 
one 
strike 
: 
alone sent the price of sugar up 8 cents a pound, and 


i 
it is probable that altogether you pay double that extra 
on every pound of sugar you buy because of stakes." 
Let us keep the record straight. No economist would be- 


little the effect of strikes on the cost of commodities or fail to 
recognize the inevitably and invariaby inflated head which goes 
with inflated wages. But let us analyze this astonishing state- 
ment by an conomist who is thought worthy of the editorial page 
of New York's dowager newspaper. 


Assume that the bare cost of sugar was 5 cents a pound in i 


Cuba and that the crop of 1919-20 realized 12 cents f. o b Ha- 
vana—which as a whole it probably did not; that on the word of 
.his authority, 8 cents a pound was added by the absurd long- 
shoremen's strike at Havana and by stiikes here, raising the 
price to 20 cents. 
Add a further 8 cents to the price to the con- 


sumer, bringing the figure (presumably retail) 
to 28 cents a 


pound—the extreme limit of the letail price c-f sugar. We are 
then to write off as negligible ail the 
administration bungling 


and price fixing, all the hoarding, all the unquestioned scarcity 
arising1 out of the European demand—every other single factor, 
however important. 


It is true that this eonomist goes on to predict a 35 per cent 


increase in canned goods to be paid now and 50 per cent to be 
paid next year. The assumption is the merest nonsense in face 
of the fact that the price of canned goods is falling with every- 
thing else, except peihaps coal. 
Even the condensed milk "ring" 


is unable to conceal its anxiety. 


Our labor leaders have strong points, but the science of 


economics is not one of them. 
But any of them could fill a state- 


ment like this full of holes. He could show the refusal of the 
President to accept the offer of the entire Cuban crop at 5^/-> 
cents a pound- He could show the action of the Department of 
Justice in automatically boosting the price to 17 cents to protect 
the adminisration's cane sugar-growing friends in Louisiana. 
He could show the American beet sugar interests accepting out 
of common decency a price not exceeding 12'/> cents a pound 
w.here they could have extorted much more. 
He could prove the 


hoarding of the retailers. He could upset the Tribune's economist 
with the single example of the profit of our sugar refiners and the 
wholesalers restricted by administration pi ice fixing to I14 cents 
a pound. 


But assuming that sugar cost nothing to grow in Cuba and 


nothng to carry to this country, and that it was carried to this 
country, refined for nothing, distributed for nothing, with every- 
body from the grower to tlie giocer lound the corner philanthrop- 
ically accepting a loss, Mr. Olds' figures do not square with the 
retail price today. He thinks he proves 16 cents a pound as the 
cost of strikes alone, and sugar is selling at retail below that 
price. The labor leader is on firm 
ground when he protests 


jtgainst such stuff as this.

One certain way of confusing all issues in the greatest ques- 


tion before the public today is to give exaggerated importance 
to a single factor in the high co&t of living. Marhall Olds, writ- 
ing iu the Newf York Tribune says: 


"Strikes have been one of the biggest factors in 


the high cost of sugar. In one instance 
one 
strike 
: 
alone sent the price of sugar up 8 cents a pound, and 


i 
it is probable that altogether you pay double that extra 
on every pound of sugar you buy because of stakes." 
Let us keep the record straight. No economist would be- 


little the effect of strikes on the cost of commodities or fail to 
recognize the inevitably and invariaby inflated head which goes 
with inflated wages. But let us analyze this astonishing state- 
ment by an conomist who is thought worthy of the editorial page 
of New York's dowager newspaper. 


Assume that the bare cost of sugar was 5 cents a pound in i 


Cuba and that the crop of 1919-20 realized 12 cents f. o b Ha- 
vana—which as a whole it probably did not; that on the word of 
.his authority, 8 cents a pound was added by the absurd long- 
shoremen's strike at Havana and by stiikes here, raising the 
price to 20 cents. 
Add a further 8 cents to the price to the con- 


sumer, bringing the figure (presumably retail) 
to 28 cents a 


pound—the extreme limit of the letail price c-f sugar. We are 
then to write off as negligible ail the 
administration bungling 


and price fixing, all the hoarding, all the unquestioned scarcity 
arising1 out of the European demand—every other single factor, 
however important. 


It is true that this eonomist goes on to predict a 35 per cent 


increase in canned goods to be paid now and 50 per cent to be 
paid next year. The assumption is the merest nonsense in face 
of the fact that the price of canned goods is falling with every- 
thing else, except peihaps coal. 
Even the condensed milk "ring" 


is unable to conceal its anxiety. 


Our labor leaders have strong points, but the science of 


economics is not one of them. 
But any of them could fill a state- 


ment like this full of holes. He could show the refusal of the 
President to accept the offer of the entire Cuban crop at 5^/-> 
cents a pound- He could show the action of the Department of 
Justice in automatically boosting the price to 17 cents to protect 
the adminisration's cane sugar-growing friends in Louisiana. 
He could show the American beet sugar interests accepting out 
of common decency a price not exceeding 12'/> cents a pound 
w.here they could have extorted much more. 
He could prove the 


hoarding of the retailers. He could upset the Tribune's economist 
with the single example of the profit of our sugar refiners and the 
wholesalers restricted by administration pi ice fixing to I14 cents 
a pound. 


But assuming that sugar cost nothing to grow in Cuba and 


nothng to carry to this country, and that it was carried to this 
country, refined for nothing, distributed for nothing, with every- 
body from the grower to tlie giocer lound the corner philanthrop- 
ically accepting a loss, Mr. Olds' figures do not square with the 
retail price today. He thinks he proves 16 cents a pound as the 
cost of strikes alone, and sugar is selling at retail below that 
price. The labor leader is on firm 
ground when he protests 


jtgainst such stuff as this.
